Collectors may now obtain the new Linprint Unit System Album pages for all stamps issued in the year 1987. These pages are 
available for both the Ring Binder Unit with the 844x11 inch pages and for the Post Binder Unit with the 95gx11 inch pages. 


Here is the story—During 1937 there were issued 18 new stamps. Eight of these were the 2c to 5c values of both the Army and 
Navy set. These stamps however were included with our 1936 Units on this series started to appear in that year. Therefore we 
have left ten different stamps for which we provide pages in our 1937 Units 


These stamps are the 8c N. W. Territory, 5c Virginia Dare, 8c Constitution and the four Territories stamps which are of the 
regular commemorative issues. For these we have issued a single page for single copies which is listed as Unit No. 187. We have 
made two pages to take care of blocks of four of these stamps which is listed as Unit No. 237. Then there is the 10c Asheville Souvenir 
sheet which requires a page and which we list as Unit No. 887. Besides these stamps there is the 20c and 50c Trans-Pacific Air Mail 
stamps for which we have issued a page for single stamps which is Unit No. 437, and a page for the blocks of four is Unit No. 537. 


In all there are six new pages to be divided among five different Units. It is necessary in order to supply these for collectors 
; who want only a single Unit, that we put each Unit in a special vee to keep it clean and to deliver in good shape to the buyer. 
: This, plus the fact that it costs as much to mail or deliver one pag it does a half dozen, makes it costly to buy single pages. We 
therefore make up a Unit which we call Unit No. 1987 which includes all < of the different pages that have been issued for 1937 stamps 
and this Unit is priced low enough that collectors can best buy the entire Unit and discard the pages not wanted.

value, some because their use is

uses such as Air Mail or Spec- 
cial Delivery also remarks as 
regards persons who have loaded 
themselves with recent com- 
memoratives and hoped to make 
a killing and are obliged to sell 


at face or less to get quick 
money. 
There is certainly nothing 


else in these two issues that Mr. 
Coleman can refer to other than 
items of this nature. 


Mr. Coleman fails to realize 
that our paper is a newspaper 
and that the 20,000 readers are 
entitled to the news, even tho 
this news might be unfavorable 
to some things that Mr. Cole- 
man may favor. We feel certain 
that outstanding dealers feel as 
we do about the wave of specu- 
lation that has crept into stamp 
collecting in the past two or 
three years and that these deal- 
ers wish as we wish that the 
public, the people who are not 
stamp. collectors, would take 
their money back into the stock 
market and keep out of stamps 
entirely. We are certain that 
stamp collecting, both for the 
collector and for the dealer would 
benefit by such a move and the 
sooner these get rich quick peo- 
ple quit playing with fire the 
sooner we will benefit by their 
retirement. 

Mind you now, we stil believe 
that a man who wishes to in- 
vest a few dollars in stamps 
from time to time, even in full 
sheets to lay away for a LONG 
TIME INVESTMENT, has a 
safe investment. Only time will 
tell how profitable it will be but 
certainly a thousand or a few 
thousand put in mint stamps is 
certain to be worth face in the 
future whereas we all know how 
tremendous losses have been 
taken in the stock market. But, 
mind you, we said for a long 
time investment and we do not 
mean a year or two. 

Another angle to this fetish 
for investment is the average col- 
lector. The collector should be 
satisfied with a single mint copy 
and if wanted, a block of four. 
Rather than buy those two 
items and put them in his col- 


lection he gobbles up a couple or 
three sheets and lays them aside. 
This act is multiplied thousands 
of times all over the country. 
What is the result? There is for 
some years to come a plentiful 
supply of these certain stamps 
available in the market at or 
close to face because every now 
and then one of these collectors 
realizes “what the —Il I might 
as well sell those things and buy 
something else I need.’’ This goes 
on for years and the striking 
point about the whole matter is 
that the catalog value of the 
stamp stands stationary or shows 
but little rise. If all these col- 
lectors had bought only the 
single copies and blocks that 
they needed for their collection 
then these various stamps would 
have climbed in value and the 
collector would benefit. As things 
ave been going, the collector 
has been beating down the value 
of his own collection. 

What we need is to lead more 
and more collectors into making 
a real stamp collection, to go 
back and pick up the early is- 
sues that they know nothing 
about for it’s surprising how 
many of the so-called stamp col- 
lectors of today have collections 
that show but little outside of 
the recent issues in quantity. 





BALLENTINE GETS RESULTS 


The same mail brings letters 
from dealers who are getting re- 
sults even from the use of a 
single inch space and from deal- 
ers who complain of lack of re- 
sults from the same amount of 
space. D. Landt Ballentine of 
Detroit under date of January 
22 writes: ‘Replies, so far, have 
averaged two to one for Linn’s 
and I am ready to sign up for a 
year when my present contract 
expires.” Then the other fellow 
complains of no results and when 
we attempt to analyze his adver- 
tising along with other copy in 
the paper we find his prices 25c 
to a dollar higher than other 
dealers are asking for the same 
items and these other dealers are 
using six and eight inch space 


frequently. The one great fault 
with most dealers is their own 
lack of study of their own ad- 
vertising copy and the prepara- 
tion of that copy. Our readers 
are bright enough to compare 
prices and to patronize dealers 
who make attractive offers and 
when an advt. does not get re- 
sults after being circulated to 
20,000 collectors, it’s time for 
the advertiser to begin to study 
his copy. 





A DOLLAR DOWN AND A 
DOLLAR WHEN YOU CATCH 
THEM 


Our object in this note is to 
question the method that is now 
being adopted by some dealers 
in their efforts to sell certain 
stamps. Frankly we wonder if it 
is good business to offer expen- 
sive sets of stamps, such as Cor- 
onations on the plan of a dollar 
down and a dollar a week. We 
know the market is glutted with 
these stamps. It was the old 
“Speculative bug” that brought 
about this situation and only 
time will right it after which 
there will be a lot of people who 
will or should benefit by their ex- 
perience in this case. 

For the collector who event- 
ually expects to buy these is- 
sues, now is the time to buy. 
The prices are still at just about 
where they were when the stamps 
came out and anyone knows that 
such a price is still too low to 
allow a decent return to the 
dealer. These prices will go up 
gradually, they can not come 
down unless the seller decides 
to take a loss and end his sus- 
pense. General business conditions 
throughout the country in the 
past several months has had 
some bad effect on the sale of 
these issues, yet a spell of good 
business will bring a demand 
which should help. 

Yet is it a good plan to at- 
tempt to sell these sets to the 
collector who has heretofore not 

a prospect for a set of this 
value? If we are to saddle sev- 
eral thousand collectors with an 
obligation to pay a dollar a week 
for fifteen or twenty weeks, are 
we not eliminating that collector 
as a prospect for the sale of the 
ordinary kind of stamps that he 
has been spending his weekly 
stamp doliar for? 

Personally, we have always 
believed that long time credit 
sales were detrimental rather 
than beneficial to business of 
any ki

The Swedish Tercentenary 


HE United States commemorative 
stamp to celebrate the tercenten- 
ary of the first Swedish settlement 
in the United States will have 
many of you wondering just what it is all 
about, since most histories and encyclo- 
pedias mention the settlement briefly if 
at all. ; 
Gustavus Adolphus, who became King 
of Sweden in 1611, was an ambitious 
ruler and early determined that Sweden 
should take its share of the vast and 
little known lands on the other side of 
the Atlantic. The religious wars on the 
European continent kept the Swedish 
king too busy to permit his sparing men 
and materials necessary to establish a 
colony in America and his untimely 
death in 1632 at the battle of Lutzen 
ended for several years all talk of such 
settlements. His successor was the child 
Christina and her regents inheriting the 
quarrels of Gustavus Adolphus, they too 
had their hands full in European ven- 
tures. Finally a start was made towards 
the long delayed colonization scheme, 
when in November, 1637, the “Kalmar 
Nyckel” and “Fogel Grip” sailed from 
Gothenburg loaded with would-be set- 
tlers and their goods. Strangely the little 
expedition was not headed by a Swede, 
but rather by a Dutchman, the same 
Peter Minuit who had indelibly put his 
name on history’s pages by purchasing

Manhattan Island from the Indians a 
few years before with a few dollars worth 
of trinkets. With such a successful real 
estate promoter at its head, small wonder 
that the new Swedish “subdivision” was 
a success. Minuit had governed New Am- 
sterdam for some years, building the 
colony into one of the best in the New

World, but in 1632 was recalled and re- 
placed by a politically influential man of 
little governing ability. Thus he had 
little friendship for the Dutch and prose- 
cuted the settlements by the Swedes with 
vigor. 

Early in 1638 the two ships cast an- 
chor off the site of the present city of 
Wilmington, and though the territory 
was claimed by the Dutch, the latter did 
not make any real effort to drive out the 
Swedes. The colony soon numbered a 
hundred families, some of whom settled 
as far north as the site of Philadelphia— 





thus being the first permanent settlers of 
Philadelphia and eventually selling out 
to William Penn some 41 years later 
upon his arrival. At Wilmington they 
erected a fort, named Christina in honor 
of the Queen, the small stream near 
by which flows into Delaware Bay still 
bearing that name. 

The first Swedish governor, one Johan 
Printz, a rather fiery-tempered fellow, 
arrived in 1642 and proceeded to em- 
broil the Swedes with their Dutch neigh- 
bors. Gov. Printz was finally recalled 
and replaced, his successor being Ry- 
singh, who proved even less diplomatic 
and shortly made the fatal mistake of 
capturing the Dutch post on the site of 
New Castle, Del., which brought down 
the wrath—and the arms—of Peter Stuy- 
vesant, belligerent Governor of New Am- 
sterdam. In 1655 a strong Dutch force 
under his orders recaptured the Dutch 
fort and seized the Swedish Fort Chris- 
tina. With this act the Swedish settle- 
ments passed to Dutch rule and ended 
for all time Swedish colonies in America. 

The Tercentenary celebration, in con- 
trast to the obscure portion of colonial 
history it honors, promises to be a widely 
celebrated event. This will largely be 
due to the large number of communities 
composed largely of people of Swedish 
descent. Very few of these can trace

their ancestry to the 17th Century set- 
tlers on Delaware Bay, most of the per- 
sons of Swedish descent in the United 
States being only the second and third 
generations of immigrants of the post- 
Civil War era. Delaware, as can be 
expected, is taking the lead in the Ter- 
centenary. The site of the 1638 landing 
will be included in a three-acre park to 
be known as the “Fort Christina State 
Park.” The natural stone pier used so 
long ago and now surrounded by indus- 
trial plants will be the nucleus of the 
park. Here on June 27th will arrive the 
Swedish motor liner “Kungsholm,” flag- 
ship of the Swedish-American Line, es- 
corted by a Swedish naval vessel and 
very likely U. S. naval vessels. On board 
will be the Swedish delegation headed 
by Crown Prince Gustav Adolf and 
Crown Princess Louise who wiil be greet- 
ed by President Roosevelt. The Crown 
Prince will be remembered for a similar 
visit in May, 1926, when he officiated at 
the dedication of the John Ericsson mon- 
ument on the banks of the Potomac. On 
that occasion too, a special stamp was 
issued. 

This time the monument to be un- 
veiled and dedicated will be a 25 foot 
shaft of Swedish granite, topped with a 
representation in polished black granite 
of the little frigate “Kalmar Nyckel.” 
The shaft will be decorated with illus- 
trations of typical scenes of the early 
colony, some of a humorous vein—some- 
thing new in monuments in that respect. 
Professor Carl Milles, Sweden’s most 
noted sculptor, whose main studio is at 
Bloomfield Hills, Mich., was the designer 
of the monument. The shaft is the gift 
of the Swedish people who subscribed 
$50,000 towards its cost. 

The royal visitors will briefly tour the 
eastern United States and include the 
White House. From Stockholm are com. 
ing two special exhibits, one of histor- 
ical items to be shown at the Swedish- 
American Historical Museum at Phila- 
delphia; the other of Swedish Art to tour 
the museums of the United States be- 
tween January and July. 

A commemorative half dollar is being 
issued by the United States picturing on 
one side the “Kalmar Nyckel” and on 
the other the “Old Swedes Church” at 
Wilmington, built in 1699. As usual these 
coins are being sold at a considerable 
premium over face—3'% times face be- 
ing its price by the committee. Sweden 
is similarly aiding in financing the cost 


4 of the celebration by issuing a coin sim-

Guatemala Issues Its 
Constitution Commemorative 





President Franklin D. Roosevelt be- 
came, on January 10th, the seventh 
American to appear on a postage stamp 
while living, and the first American 
stamp collector to see himself on a post- 
age stamp, though reports indicate F. D. 
R. was not exactly flattered by the idea. 
On that date Guatemala issued the long 
heralded miniature sheet commemorat- 
ing the sesquicentennial of our Constitu- 
tion. The four stamps, all airmails, each 
26x32 mm., are perforated in the center 
of a gummed sheet 444x4% inches. An 
inscription at top and bottom of the 
sheet reads “Homage to the United 
States of North America on the 150th 
Anniversary of its Political Constitution,” 
while at left and right sides are the dates, 
1787-1789, and 1937-1939. All inscrip- 
tions are of course in Spanish. The 
upper left stamp is the 15c blue and 
brown, Washington, with underneath the 
portrait the famous quotation, “First in 
war, first in peace and first in the hearts 
of his countrymen”; upper right, the 4c 
carmine and brown, Roosevelt, with 
inscription, “Good friend of the Latin- 
American countries”; lower left, the 4c 
carmine and blue, outline map of the 
Americas; lower right the 15c blue and 
brown, Pan-American Union Bldg., at 
Washington, D. C. These are rotogra- 
vure productions, but the designs are run- 
of-mine and will not rank with the finest 
of such stamps, though undoubtedly they 
will prove the most popular—at least 
with U. S. collectors. Through courtesy 
of the Belvedere Exchange, Box 621, Los 
Angeles, Calif., we have received a first 
day cover. Has a special purple cancel,

Naturally with the lack of information, 
along these lines, the sales figures will 
probably make a new low for the month 
of January at the Philatelic Agency. Of 
course it is a breathing spell for the 
intense collector of United States stamps 
who now can sink some of his hard 
earned monthly allotment into older 
issues of the Government, now obsolete, 
or can go after the famous Corona- 
tion stamps of the British Colonies they 
have put off purchasing last year. 


With this continued silence of the 
Post Office Department, the usual rum- 
ors of commemorative stamps fill the 
air. The latest concerns the issuance of 
a special stamp for Benjamin Franklin 
at the dedication of the Franklin Insti- 
tute in Philadelphia in May. Another 
is a Missouri adhesive and so on. But 
at the rate the P. O. is turning out 
stamps for its 1938 program, collectors 
are lucky if even the regular series will 
make its debut. 

It is hardly likely that many com- 
memoratives will be considered for the 
coming season because many of the 
“bids” are of such trivial consequence. 
The P. O. took a blast on the Virginia 
Dare so it is likely it is not in a re- 
ceptive mood for another such criticism. 


As usual Pan-American was the lone 
bidder for the air mail contract between 
United States and Bermuda, which is ex- 
pected to be officially put into opera- 
tion this summer. The award is expect- 
ed to be announced soon. 

The writer has run across a story 
break from Cleveland that Pan-Ameri- 
can will not be the only international 
flying concern that will bid for con- 
tracts in the near future. One of the 
two new companies is the American Ex- 
port Airlines, Inc., of New York, that 
plans Atlantic air trade. The other, a 
company headed by Glenn L. Martin, 
pioneer airplane manufacturer and build- 
er of the China Clipper is due in the 
field very soon.

An Error? 


A reader, Mr. G. A. Martin, submits 
this item from a book: “In 1008 a son 
was born to Thorfinn and Gudrid. He 
was called Snorri Thorfinnson. He was 
the first white child born on the Ameri- 
can continent of which we have any 
record.” This, if true, makes Virginia 
Dare some centuries late for the honor 
of being the first white child born in 
America. But Norse history is so shroud- 
ed in legend that we think Virginia has 
a right to her belated honors for the 
time being at least.

Editor’s Notebook 


A GOOD 
IDEA 


The Souvenir Issues Asso- 
ciation presents in the fourth 
number of its official jour- 
nal, The Souvenir Issue, a commendable 
scheme to eliminate the evils that make 
life unpleasant for the collector of souve- 
nir sheets. The S.I.A. proposes to send 
to the postal department of every mem- 
ber of the Universal Postal Union a list 
of recommendations for guidance in issu- 
ing miniature sheets. If the countries 
will be so guided is a question, but 
there is no doubt that much of the spec- 
ulative interest and high prices of min- 
iature sheets will be eradicated. Follow- 
ing are the conditions submitted to the 
S. I. A. membership for their approval 
and for any possible changes:

1. All such issues must be announced 
sixty days or more prior to their is- 
suance, information being sent to the 
press and to all philatelic publications 
requesting such information. 

2. All such issues must be kept on 
sale for a period of not less than sixty 
days after the date of issue previously 
announced at at least one post office or 
philatelic agency in the country produc- 
ing them. 

3. All such issues in the form of sou- 
venir sheets shall not exceed a size of 
100 Mil. by 100 Mil. and no issue com- 
memorating an event shall consist of 
more than one sheet. 

4. The face value of the stamp or 
stamps on a souvenir sheet shall not be 
greater than that required to fulfill a 
normal postage duty. If the sheet is a 
charity issue, the surtax shall not be in 
excess of twice the face value of the 
stamps. 

5. All orders for such issues must be 
filled providing the orders are received 
during the period of sixty days prior to 
the issuing and the sixty day period 
after they have once been put on sale.” 

Especially welcome would be the as- 
surance that the sheets would be avail- 
able to all over a stated period and the 
60° days mentioned if carried out in all 
these issues would in itself be the most 
effective measure. Condition Three 
would probably be the one point to 
which collectors and postal departments 
would not agree as the size quoted is 
smaller than a good many of the sheets 
issued and actual outside size of sheet 
seems unimportant since only a com- 
parative few of each issue are used on 
first day covers. Then, too, it is the 
wide selvage of many of these sheets 
that makes the stamps in the center so 
attractive. 

Too many sheets have been (and are) 
gold-diggers in every sense of the term 
and Condition Five is an excellent one 
as many a sheet has contained stamps 
of the highest face value the traffic 
would stand. If the collectors and dealers 
will support this movement they will all 
benefit for rare and high-priced stamps 
never made the hobby as popular as it is 
today. Most collectors buy few stamps 
costing in the dollars and most of the 
miniature sheets have a habit of coming 
in the higher price brackets. 

Speculators are being vilified on every 
side, but there’s not much point and 
little sense in doing so, for show people 
—any group—how they might make a 
large profit rapidly and they will always 
plunge to their limit. Speculation is like 
gambling, it can not be erradicated but 
it can be controlled. The way to end 
speculation is to remove the incentive 
for speculation and this is as applicable 
to souvenir sheets as to anything else.

John Quincy Adams 





SIxTH PRESIDENT — 1825-1929 


Born at Braintree, Mass., July 11, 1767. 
Died 1848. His father, John Adams, had 
been second president of the United 
States. John Quincy graduated from 
Harvard in 1788 and Washington struck 
with his brilliance appointed him Minis- 
ter to the Hague and later to Portugal. 
During his father’s term of office he was 
transferred to the Embassy at Berlin. In 
1803 the Federalists elected him Senator, 
which office he held until his appoint- 
ment as Minister to Russia in 1809. He 
negotiated treaties with several European 
powers, including that with Great Britain 
in 1814, Adams being chief of the Ameri- 
can commission. Following this he was 
Secretary of State during both of Mon- 
roe’s terms, and in 1823 “ghosted” the 
Monroe Doctrine for the President in the

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latter’s message to Congress. Adams was 
one of the four presidential candidates 
in the election of 1824, and none receiv- 
ing enough to take office, the election was 
turned over to the House of Representa- 
tives which elected Adams, though An- 
drew Jackson actually had received more 
votes in the general election. During 
Adams’ term great internal improvements 
were undertaken and the first, the Erie 
Canal, was completed. Adams himself 
passed up the laying of the cornerstone 
of the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad to at- 
tend the ceremonies starting the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Canal, both events occur- 
ring on the same day. A candidate for 
re-election in 1828, his chief opponent 
was Andrew Jackson and the ensuing 
campaign was the bitterest in our his- 
tory. Adams received about one-third 
of the electoral votes and was so angry 
that he refused to attend the inaugural 
of the General and retired to his home. 
From 1831 until two days before his 
death he was an active member of the 
House. He does not appear on any of 
our stamps, perhaps because nothing 
happened during his term to give him 
enough fame to warrant his being post- 
ally honored. His Vice-President, John 
Calhoun, has appeared on Confederate 
stamps.

TRENDS. 


One who trades and exchanges cor- 
respondence with collectors cannot ‘but 
help note from time to time the trend of 
the collecting urge and how it shifts and 
turns. To one that deals this is much 
more apparent. It is also interesting to 
note how one type of collection evolves 
from another. Take for instance the 
type collector. From this form of col- 
lecting comes the collector that saves 
only one precancel from each town and 
city. Any denomination stamp, or any 
style of type will do. At that it takes 
well over 4600 stamps to get caught up 
I am told. From the general bureau print 
collector I have noted that there is de- 
veloping a trend to collect only B-11 
types. A glance at a recent catalog and 
one can easily see why this is coming 
about. I predict that when the forthcom- 
ing new issue is here and well estab- 
lished that again the line will be drawn 
and another new type of collection will 
be started. About five or six years back 
when the Bi-Centennial issue was in 
circulation and collectors were going for 
these elusive items strongly, there is no 
doubt in my mind but that the double 
line types on these Bi-Cents engendered 
the idea of Double Line collecting. Some 
collectors may claim that THEY were 
the ones that originated some certain 
style of collecting, but if you investi- 
gate closely you will find some part or 
hint in some of the styles of collecting 
that have gone on before.
